'I'lius nn Atlantic 
steamer from I''lorida to Liverjiool, or a 
Paeilie one from (-California to China, fol- 
lowing the sliortest loiito, run down the 
uoaBl iind coal at Sydney ur Pictou on the

lion. Mr. yornoQ, ohidf cuminissioner 
of lands and works, returned a few days 

au'o front an extended visit to the iiiterifir. 
In eompany with Ur. Powell, siiperiu- 
leiuleiit of Indiaii atl'airs bir thcPmviuee, 
and Hon. P. O'Ucilly, Indian reserve 
eonimi.sMione;', he tlioroiiglily ex.aiiiiued 
the reserve on the Kootoiiay and St. 
Maty H rivers. 'I'he commissionera, with 
Mr. Vowell, S. M. and (i. C, mid iMr. A. 
(Jrecn, C. E., loft Golden in tho early 
part of last month on the steamer Duch- 
ess, but the low st^igo of wfiter in the 
I'oliiinbia river necessitated their taking 
to boats to arrive at the lower landing. 
Kroiii thence their )iidgre.ss was .'.low, 
great dilticulty being experienced in pro- 
eurilig means of transport, the season 
being so far advanced. Tho coinmissiim- 
ers learned at tho lower landing that Lh 
Indian Kaiila, accused of the murder of 
two white men, had been tried by Major 
Steele, of the moiinted police, and ac- 
i|nitted. It appears that no evidence 
could bo obtained from the witnesses 
summ(..ned to warrant the prisoner being 
committed for trial. 

It was also ascertained that Chief Isi- 
dore and the major portion of his tribe 
had lefl for Sand I'oiiit in I'liitcd Sl.ates 
territory, to ]iiireliase their winter sup- 
plies. l''i'oiii information received, some 
.'100 horses had been taken and seveial 
thoii.sand dollars in cash to buy provksious 
with which to load them. This trade has 
111 ell going on for yeare to the detriiueut 
nf provincial merchants, no duty being 
paid by the Indiiuis bir the Hour and 
other art ieles purchased in Montana and 
bmiiL,rht into Brilisli (Joliiinbia. Il is to 
be ho|ied that the eoiii]iletioii nf the 
present road from the I'pper Cnhniibia to 
(ioldcn, ami increased steamer facilities 
may tend to return this trade to the pro- 
vince. 

I'^rnm the Inwi'r landing, the absence »( 
any regular means of conve.yaiico con- 
siiiued much valuable time, the conuuis- 
sioners tmvoling by boat, wagon or horse- 
back, as occasion olFered. 

I'poii arrival at Fort Steele, or (ial- 
braith's Kerry, several days were ajieiit in 
i>\haiistivel,y exaiuinitig the St. IMary's 
reserve, coiieerniiig wliieli the Indians 
lia\e been compkaining, Theircomplaints, 
however, ]iro\ cil to lie in a great iiiea.sure 
L;rouiuliess, 

The reservation laid out in 1881 by the 
reserve ci mi iiiissioiiers proved to hea most 
valuable properly of sniiie LS,U()0 acres, 
.and v irtually controlling a large extent iu 
aiUlition. Like all lands in the province 
it is ca])able of considerable im|U'ovoineiit 
in till' way of clearing aiul driiiuin.;, 
though there is a considerable cpiaiitity of 
hand immediately available for eultivation, 
were the Indians disposed ti> be indus- 
trious. Their eoiiiplaints reaped iiig the 
wants of their stock were also found to 
be laigely without foundation, as nmny 
valuable hay meadows in their reserve re- 
main llllClll. 

The eonimissiouers took great pains to 
aeipiaiiit themselves with the iieeeasities 
of the Indians, and made a few small ad- 
ditions to their present reservation, 
ainounting to less than one thousand 
acres in the whole, but covoriug some 
few pbices that had been improved or 
used by I item. .A traeb was given Chief 
Isailnre, embraeing his houses, felicc8,ote., 
and two other small pieces wore reserved 
wliiilillie liiiliaiis had been in the habit 
of 111 ili/iiii;. These ailililioiis met with 
the a]iproval of all the connnissiouers, and 
are all that will be made. Chief Isadm e 
being absent, tho conclusions arrived at 
were birinulatcd and left with Dr. Pow- 
ell III ileelare to the Indians upon their 

1 el lll ll. 

The barracks erected by Major Steele, 
acting under instructions fnmi tho Domin- 
ion guvornnmut, were fast uppruaching 
completion but many of tho tropps we 

sullering from ill health. The doctor of 
the foi-ee. Dr. Powell, nephew of Lt. -Col. 
Powell, was sullering severely from au 
attack of mountain fever, a species of 
I yplii lid. .Some thirteen of tho force were 
also taken with tho same complaint. Dr. 
Powell, Indian commissioner, attended 
the Buiierera with the greatest assiduity 
and under his kind and unremitting at- 
tention and skill the invalids, from last 
accniinl>, were lining well. ( )ue of the 
force siiceiimbeil to the fe\er a few days 
bebire the arrival of the ciiminissiniier 
and was buried not far frmn llie bul. 
Three members, it is nndi'i'stonil, lia\e 
dcserled, 

.Major Steele was extrei iely kind and 
assisted t'lie coiiimissioiier.s mat erially, 
iiiinisliiug ihein with w.inmis, etc, to 
iniuey ibeni In the lakes upon their 
1 el iirn. 

The mines mi \\ ild Sloiao creek, that 
prodiieed so much wealth in days gone by,

We iiiiileist.aiid il is the intention of the 
l;ih ernmenl to remove the goveriliiieiit 
ollice now al Wild Horse ereek to Foil 
Steele bit the better aeeoiuuiodation of 
Ihe public. iMr. Denis, the government 
agent, 1ms loft for the Lower Kooteniiy to 
comply with tile request of a number of 
miners there who have discovered some 
valuable ipiailz mines ei nitainiui,' arc;eiite- 
fermis L;ali-na, and who are now engaged 
in actively opening and developing their 
claims. 

Mr. Baillio-Grohman's sawmill on (Jamil 
b'lat was about completed and that geu- 
lieniaii was making pre]mratious to vigor- 
ously prosecute the work he has in hand. 
Two sawmills, it is understood, are to be 
I'lected at (joldeii next sin-iiig and two 
new steamorsaro to be placed on Culuiubia 
river. Tho bridge- over the Kootenay 
river, now being constructed by Mr. Roc- 
kett for the provineial governuient, was 
also examin-.',!, as well as ntluir [lublic 
works in the Knoteuay ilislriel.

The visit of the eomniissioner cannot 
lull be prniliicl.i\ e of much gnnd anil sets 
al rest for ever the Indian dillieidly re- 
specting roHiMVes in the I'liper iContenay. 
The isolation of tins portion of the |iro- 
viuce from civilized contres, tho contiguity 
of tho ludiitns to American territory, the 
intercuurso with tho Blackfoot in the 
Northwest territory, and tliuir knowledge 
Its to Ihe niauuer in which annuitieH arc 
given by the AuierScan and Federal ^ov 
ernmuntH, us well as food, uU;., combmod 
with thu fact of uu few whites bumg resi- 



dent ill tho Kootoiuiy valley, doubtless 
enable tliom to exercise a kind of terror- 
ism aMd give thom an exaggerated idea of 
their own power and importance. Tho 
presence of the mounted jiolice has had a 
most salutary ellect, and it is to be hojied 
they will he retained by the Douiiiiiou 
governiiiout under their [ireaent leader, 
Major Hteelc, in Kootenay for smue time 
to come. Dr. Powell is expected tore- 
turn in a few days, a medicid gentleman 
having arrived ut Golilon aemo time since 
en route to Fort Steele to relieve him.

( )i I'Aw.t, ( let. 5.— Professor Sheldon, 
the eminent British tigriculturist, returned 
from British (Joliiiubia this morning, «u 
rontr bir England, and had an interview 
with the minister of agriculture bebire 
leaving town this afternoon, lie liasine- 
viously made several trijis to the Canadian 
northwest for the purpose of oxjiloriiig 
the country on behalf of tho English gov- 
ernment, and in tho interest of li^nglish 
farmers intending to emigrate to Canad a, 
but has never been t<i the Pacific coast 
bebire. In conversation he stated tliat 
IJritisli Columbia will hardly lie suitable 
for the class of people that liia reports 
are to direct to new-world homes. They 
are mainly poor men, to whom it is act- 
ually necessary tint the hind 
be at once available for otUture, and 
of course the prairies of the north- 
west, and especially of Manitolia 
ami portiiiiis of .Saskatehowaii and Assiiii- 
boia, are the districts to which they will 
Clime. However, he is delighted with tho 
Pacitic province, and to those more fortun- 
ately situated iu life than those above re- 
ferred to, he thinks it oTers a charming 
aftd prosperous field for settlement. Like 
all Englisliiuen who make the transcoiiti- 
ueutal tri]!, Professor Sheldon sjmke in 
glowing tut Ilia of the iiiagniticeiit stretch 
of teiritory which lies between the two 
oecnns. He has been iiiBtrumeiital in di- 
rocting thous.ands to where they have 
found prosperous limiies, and will probably 
bo instrumental in sending thousands 
more. His observations will bo commu- 
nicated to the department in the shape of 
a reiiort.

Alioiit a year and a half ago the ]irovui- 
cial government passed an acl aiithoii/.ing 
the payment of a boinui of .S7,(MK) to any 
pcrscpii of com]>any lliat should i!slal)lisli 
a smelting and reduction works in Ih 
province. This offer was supplemented 
by the eorjioration of Victoria with' tho 
offer of a bonus of $5,000 to any person 
or ctmipany that should establish a siini 
liir works at or within four miles of Vic 
toria. At tho time it was anticipated 
that with the combined subsidies little or 
no dillicidly would bo encounti'icd in 
briugilii; about the desired result , but 
pi'iience has proxcd the contrary; and no 
demand has ever lieen made ou either 
city or goveinment for the money. It is 
.stated that the ainonnt is too small to 
tempt capitalists to take in band ; an en- 
terpiise which will involve the additional 
outlay of a very large amount of private 
moans. The project has slept; but recent 
discoveries of ore on the mainland have 
revived interest in the matter, and it 
would now seem as if moneyed men will 
collie forward with the necessary funds if 
they .should Ije met in a liberal spirit by 
this city and the provincial gnvi'iniiient. 
The ne.-irness of this |ioit to the coal 
measures of Naiiaimo and I lep.irt me l!ay, 
and the vast iron and copiier ileposils of 
the east coast and Sooke, the easy modes 
of connection by water and mil 
with tho mainland, and the sure 
and constant supply of hibor that can 
always be depended ou here, point to 
Victoria as the most available nnd least 
e.vpoiisive place for the erection of the 
desired works. Frnin the llleeijleivaet 
mines two carloads of silver and lead ores 
have lieeii shipijed weekly to Denver and 
Califiiiiiia for retluctioii. The cost of 
freighting the ore to great dist.ances is a 
heavy burthen and cuts largely into luo- 
lits. Wliy should not Uritisli Coliniibial 
reduce her own ores ? And wliy slumld | 
not Victoria, with her unrivalled natural j 
advantages, bid high' for the establishment 
in her midst of works of suthcient magni- 1 
ti II le to handle all the ores that may be 
lifti'd ill her vicinai^'e and a large pro|)or- 
tioii of the niainlaiid ores as well ! Port- 
land has recently had erected an exleii- 
aive Hinelting estiiblislinieiit and finds that 
it |iays. Tacoiua is to have put up the 
largest works of the kind on the coast; 
and the young town of N'aneoiiver has 
just aiilliori/ed a loan of .'^L.Ti.OOO towards 
llu' same end. While her neigh- 
Ijois are moving it will nut 
(.lo for this beautiful city of 
ours tu stand still. If $6,000 is insulU- 
ciont to tempt capital hithorward,$25,G30 
or $50,000 will. The m.iyor and council- 
lors should see to it that ^'ictoria is not 
left behind in the raci: for gn-aliiesa. 
Apart entirely from iIk' impetus that 
would be '^iveii to the development of thi! 
mining in! mesi s of t be eoiinlry al large 
the (^mployiiuMit of labor would b(! ,L,'rcat, 
and local business wouli! be l.ir'_;ely in- 
cre.ised by I he constant jn eseiice id' min- 
ing men wilh cu es to be tested or reduced. 
Wo look upon the establishment of seduc- 
tion works in tliis city, as an additional 
giiaranteo of permanency and a sure and 
early source of profit to all who may bo 
cimcomed.

market is [iresumalily only the bogiiining 
of the trade sooner or later to bo estab- 
lished with the mill men out on tho coast." 
It appears that several shipinonts of long 
bill stufl' have recently been made into 
tho territory which is trilnitary to St. 
Paul and Minneaiiulis. Il is I'laimed also 
that long and heavy timbers, such us are 
u.sed for bridges, are getting very scarce 
in iNliehigaii, and suiiplies are likidy to be 
sought hereafter in W'a.MhinLjton. The 
niu'thwesterii mills will naturally 
supply eastern Oregon and \Va8hingtoii, 
as well as tho tunberless regions of Idaho, 
Montana and Utah, and the outlook for a 
ra])id and sustained devcdopmenf of the 
industry is excellent. .Some ni the heav- 
iest capitalists among the Michigan, W'is- 
eonsiii and Minnesota lumbermen tiro 
turning tlieir.attention to the Paeilic coast. 
The great value of the timber st.inding 
there is recognized on every hand. Pur- 
chases fora rise are becoming frci|uent and 
important of 1,-ite. It appears that hun- 
dreds of tlKiU.sands of acres of tlieliest 
timber laud in Wasbiiigtoii are controlled 
by parties who have boui,dit them as a 
speculation. The mill owners also control 
oxtonsive tracts, as, fur uxample, an Iowa 
syndicate which not long ago bought up 
70,000 acres of timber land. In view of 
the possibility of the rojieal of the duly 
on foreign lumber northwestern e.ipii.d- 
ista, it is iniderst lod, are turning 
their attent ion somewhat In '.he timber 
land of P>ritisli Cidiimliia. After liimbev 
has ]ieen put on the free list the po.ssess- 
iou of large areas in that province will be 
found luiu'c ailvantagcous than now. 
Lumbering in British Columbia has, of 
course, been stimulated by the opening 
of the Canadian Pacific lino. Many mills 
have been actively eni,':v.'ed in cuttiu'.; 
lumber for suow^!;eils and other , 
iiieiits, while l!;,^ gradual binldiii'^ of 
towns in the interior calls for more lu- less 
stiiir. Yards have been established .at 
Calgary for the handling of luniber 
brought from the mountain mills, and the 
shi])mcnts from Winnipeg have been cor- 
resixuidiiiLdy reduced. .\ ratluu- shar|i 
contest between WiunipcL,' and Cal','iiry for 
the control of the intermediate country 
no«- seems iiiiminent.

AN IMMEMaP. HU6QET. 

A Firty-One-Fouud Lump Found In Ballarat. 

The Ballarat correspondent of the Mel- 
bourne Arijiix telegraphed on August the 
iiOth: "This uiorniii;,' an extraordinary in- 
cident in the recent mining hist(jry of the 
colony occurred, whun an immense nug- 
get, weighing aliout tifty-one pounds of 
pure gold, was unearthed in tho now fa- 
mous Midas mine at Sulky gully. This 
mine is tho (troperty of Sir William 
Clarke, known as Dowling Forest, and on 
several occasions lately nuggets varying 
in size, though .small, have been obtained. 
To-day's disr'dvery, however, eclipses any- 
thing of the kind that ha.s l)een known for 
many years in Victoria. The news of it 
created consideinblo exoitemellt in tiiis 
city. The tivst public intimation was ob- 
tained in a nither curioua-ihanner. A man 
was observed by tho laxge crowd of sharo- 
lioldorsjwlio congregntetfatthe comer to be 
walking down SturL street carrying a sack 
containing what to .•illapi)earancewaa likea 
small pig, but his strange burden was soon 
found to bo the iiu^got, and he was fol- 
lowed by an excited and questioning 
crowd. 

Tho nugget is flat, and has something of 
the contour of a colossal huiid held open, 
with thu thumb and lingers close together. 
Its greatest length is twelve anil one-inch- 
es and breadth eight and ono-half inches, 
and it varies in. tliickness up lu two and 
oiK!-half inches. It is apiiarenlly pure 
gold and weighs til7 ounces. It was found 
in the northwest main drive, in the di- 
rection of tho Ho. 2 sliaft, 12 ) feet from 
the surface, and ut a spot lifty feet from 
where the Lady Brasaoy nugget was ro- 
centlj' found. A cast of the nugget will he 
taken before it is broken up. It is rsti- 
niated to contain tifty-ono puunils of pure 
gold, worth about £'51 per pound, and the 
ttiid represents an a'dditiou to tho com- 
pany's revenue of about £2,000. 



DOMINION NOTES. 

OKTAUIO. 

Kingston's assessment for 1888 shows 
an increase of $303,225, and four hun- 
dred population. . 

The honor of knighthoiKl has been con- 
ferred on Chief .fustice Aduni Wilson, of 
Llie court of Queen's bench, Ont.trio. 

The Ijank of London has begun the re- 
dem|>tion of its bills, a considerable num- 
ber being presented. When tlie dei)ositor8 
will be paid is still a matter for specula- 
tion. 

Willie, the eight-yuar-old son of Henry 
Stanyor, foreman of the Empire Oil 
Works, on Friday t)ct. the 2nd, was sent 
to call his lather to tea. The hid, while in 
one of the rooms where the oil is pum[)ed 
into the agitator, became overpowered by 
tho fumes < if the lii|uid and died before 
medical aid could be procured. 

lu Thursday's dispatches it was errone- 
ously staled that J udge Clarke, of Simcoe, 
would resign to accejit the Canadian Paci- 
fic secretaryship. The dispatch should 
liavo read, ".Iiulge Clarke, of CoboUIg," 
and the p.i.sition is the "solicttorship, " 
not the "secretaryship." 

At Chatham, .lus. Moore was found 
guilty of nianslaughtei' .at the assizes re- 
cently, for tho shooting of Thos. Willough- 
by at Uresdeii in April insc. Bntli were 
colored men. Sentence was iloferred. Geo. 
Hewitt, .also colored, w.is fnui.il guilty of 
uutragiiig Mrs. .McLcioi, and wassentonc- 
ed to King.ston for life. Tlie outrajie wiis 
a peculiarly brutal one. 

At Ottawa A serioiia .scandal has been 
discovered in connection with a contract 
ioran extension of tho city water works 
.system. It appears that William Stewart, 
a foreman in the employ of the corpora- 
tion, lias ,-i .sun who is the uontnictor for 
some stone buildings on the (ioveriiment 
model farm. This morning one of the city 
aldermen discovered that men employed 
by the city on the water works extension, 
under Stewart senior, were actually en- 
gaged in (piarryiug stone for tho experi- 
mental farm buildings. Kureinan Stewart 
was at once disniisseil, ami another otli- 
cial is likely to get into trouble also. 

Tho astroiupinical survey, niider Mr. 
King, will be completed shortly. The op- 
erations commenced at Vancouver and 
the party have reached Port Artluir. Fur- 
ther data will ho obtained when experi- 
ments by telegraph with the Montreal idi- 
servatoiy are concluded. The results 
achieved will be nn-m'rous, inckiding the 
detection of residual errors in Northwest 
survey as well ;is determining the princi- 
pal meridian of the Northwest. Mr. Mc- 
Arthtifr, surveyor of the Interior Depart- 
ment, made the ascent of Mi. Stephen to 
a height of ten th(msimd feet above the 
sea-level. He had to surmount glaciers, 
and is the lirst man who ever reached the 
suuuuit. lie is making a topographical 
survey of the mountains. 

.M.\.NIT0I1.V. 
A St. I'aul telegram of the otli Oct. 
says that NN'. K. Sinclair and ,1. A. 
Brooks, both of Winnipeg, are saying at 
the Merchants Hotel. They have just re- 
turned from completing a railway contract 
in Iowa, and have their outfit here. They 
wired Norquay this morning to the effect 
that they were ready and willing to com- 
plete the const ruction of the Red River 
N'alloy Railway, and will iiccupt the [iro- 
vincial Ixiiids in payment. Sinclair says 
his oiler is bona tide, and they will move 
their outlit to Manitoba au once if a favor- 
able answer is received.
